. He recalled that the chimney Jead- 
ing up from the fireplace was com- 
posed of hardwood staves laid flat- 
wise and chinked with mud and 
clay, to protect from the sparks and 
Leat. This was always a worry to his 
Parents and occasionally the impro- 
vised chimney did catch fire und had 
to be immediately doused with water 
Kept ready for that purpose. All the 
cooking was done at the fireplace by 
means of large kettles Swung*on a 
crane and bread was baked in a coy- 
ered ‘pan that was set on wood coals 
with fresh coals placed on top. Food 
was plentiful but many items wero 
net as cheap as they are today. White 
sugar was expensive and maple su- 
far was used extensively. Instead of 
preserving fruits and vegetables in 
‘Blass jars as is done today, they were 
dried either in the sun or by the fire 
and stored away in crocks. Most of 
‘the clothing was woven at home and 
the making of this up into suits and 
dresses was a real chore in itself, but 
those days was considered just an- 
ther part of a day’s work. 
'-The barns, Mr. Tucker 
were very primitive, being for the 
most part composed of three log-built 
walls, open at the south side and cy- 
ered with a thitched roof. As saw 
mills came into being, the cuunter- 
part of the modern barn was built 
throughout the country. _ Despite this 
cattle wintered well and by spring 
had a heavy coat of hair. As has 
heen pointed out horses were not in 
general use and consequently parns 
did mot have to be as warm as ‘s now 
the case.

Hitving reviewed conditions as have 
heen given above, Mr. Tucker settled 
Taek on the couch and continued to 
reiwinisce in a general way. At‘ times 
Mrs. Tucker put in a few words and 
it could be seen that she genuinely 
enjoyed the interview and frequent- 
ly recalled events to her husbard. He 
continued: 

“Life hasn't changed much during 
the past three-quarters of 4 century 
...,People are essentially the same 
....Habits and living, though, may 
have changed. Perhaps we have be- 
come a little softer ——- less reidy to 
do things for ouselves such as our, 
fathers considered part of the daily 
chores not so very long ago. That's 
to be expected,” he added. 

He might have been thinking of the 
house his father had hewed from a 
tangled wilderness over one hundred 
years ago, using his bare hands and 
a few tools, sand and mud as mor- 
tar to chink the walls of the log cab- 
in, and hold the stones of the massive 
fire place in shape.

The Value of Farm Land 


received as we 


What is good farm land worth? An Hnglishman, a 
friend of ours, stated not long ago, that the best land in 
England, where the average production per acre of all 
crops is much higher than in Canada, the markets are at 
the door, the growing season is longer, and the climate 
generally more favourable, can be bought,for $100 or less 
per acre, when it can be bought at all. With an experience 
of two thousand years behind them, English farmers are 
pretty likely to know what values are. We doubt whether 
eny land in Canada can earn interest on a very much 
higher valuation than that, except in a very few highly 
fayoured spots and then only by intensive cultivation of 
high priced perishable fruits and garden truck. One of the 
principal causes of much of the present trouble of farm- 
ers is that they paid, or promised to pay, more for their 
land than it was worth, and their mortgages represent 
nore than the actual value. Land, like anything else, is 
worth only what it can earn.

Raspberry Diseases 

Mosaic and leaf-curl are the two 
diseases largely, responsible for the 
so-called running-out of raspberry 
plantations, according to Dr. eC, 2H, 
Berkeley, in charge of the Labora- 
tory of Plant Pathology, of St. Cath- 
arines. “Experience”, he says, ‘“bas- 
ed on experimental evidence, has also 
shown that the use of healthy certi- 
fied stock in setting out new planta- 
tions is the only satisfactory way we 
have of checking running-out. Stock 
free from these diseases may now 
be purchased, and it is with disease- 
free stock, certified stock that new 
plantations should be set. All certi- 
fied stock must be sold in bundles of 
twenty-five canes, to which is at:ach- 
ed the official government tag betr- 
ing the name of the variety, certifi- 
cate number and year of production, 

Crops for Rolling Lands 

Permanent pastures are extensive- 
ly grown on rolling lands. Canada 
blue grass, red top, Kentucky biue 
grass and white clover are useful for 
this purpose. The first 
grass is of particular value where the 
soil tends to dry out m the summer, 
The common mixture of red» clover, 
alsike and timothy may be sown for 
hay and the timothy left down for a 
number of years. Alfalfa is an excel- 
lent crop for hillsides and is to be de- 
sired over other crops where it wil! 
grow successfully. In order to re- 
reive a good stand of this permanent 
hay crop, liming may be necessary 
on some soils. 
' Oats, rye, wheat and corn are 
crops , frequently grown with success 
on rolling lands, but these érops are 
not as effective in controlling erosion 
as hay and pasture crops. If  satis- 
factory crop yields are to be secured, 
farm manure must be applied at sea- 
sons when it can be ploughed under 
before any loss of fertility takes 
place. Fall and winter applications 
of tuanure (farin or ecumercial fer- 
tliizer) are uot cesirable except” on
